bility of the United State Bureau of Edu- 
cation. on the staff of which Dr. Glen 
Levin Swiggett has been conducting ex- 
pert Investigation into the possibility of 
equipping larger numbers of Americans 
with languages and information that \\ill 
fit them to sustain and rebu'ld the fabric 
of International relationship in the future. 


Dr. Swlggett says that all the assump- 


tion of difficulty comes because inquirers 
are normally confronted with the Russian 
alphabet and Its Greek letters, the Rus- 
sian grammar and Ha many tenses, and 
all the paraphernalia of scholastic lore. • 
He Intimates that the absorption of this 
has been altogether too difficult for the 
Russians themselves, because he cites the 
fact that hardly four per cent of the Rus- 
sian millions ever got to the- point of go- 
ing to school to learn their own language. 
They can all talk it, though. 


HOW IT CAN BE DONE. 


A proper 
method 
of acquiring the 


language as Dr. Swiggett outlines It, in- 
volves only the simple process of learn- 
ing a few of the simpler words and 
phrases that mainstay dally intercourse 
and thereafter absorbing some more. -By 
dint of practice 
and 
sound 
memory, 


which he considers no more difficult of 
exercise than Is the American ear for 
the latest popular song, a modest Russian 
vocabulary can be acquired. Then if it 
is desired, the books can be consulted and 
an ambitious young American can do 
more with the language than many Rus- 
sians. Afterward he would have a career. 


Tet In spite of this ease, Dr Swlggett 


finds that only ten educational institu- 
tions In the United States 
attempt to 


teach Russian, and only three of those 
have courses that are designed to qualify 
students in the spoken language- 


"How different the story reads for Eng- 


land," he says. 
"Of 12 universities re- . 


ported, nine teach Russian. Of 41 schools 
of the type of Eton, Rugby and Harrow, 
10 offsr it, and of 15 city school systems, 
all maintain classes. 


"I have no wish to make a brief for the 


study of Russian for any purpose other 
than the establishment of ways and means 
whereby our nation may come to know 
modern Russia better, to create a way 
for the coming exchange of ideas, and 
wares that must be mutually helpful. 
That way lies through commerce, exer- 
cised on a higher plane than th» mere 
barter of products, for immediate 
and 


therefore selfish gain.
